Back of the drab exterior of side­ 
walk stands, junk yards and dilapidat­ 
ed shops that is the Biddle Street of 
St. Louis today, are two stories. One 
is the history of the 
family 
whose 
name it bears: a tragic duel, and the 
kindness of a woman. 
The other is 
the story of changing humanity, 
in 
which Biddle Street reflects back to 
St. Louis its own colorful history. 
Ann Biddle died at St. Louis 
on 
January 10, 1846, a rich but charitable 
woman. 
Fifteen 
years before, her 
husband, 
Major Thomas Biddle, had 
lost his life in a duel with 
Congress­ 
man Spencer Pettis. 
There were no 
descendants of the Biddle’s to carry 
on the name of the family; that task 
was left to the many philanthropies of 
Mrs. Biddle, to the memory of a duel, 
and to Biddle Street. 
The Pettis-Biddle duel was one of 
the most tragic that St. Louis ever 
experienced. 
Both men, prominent in 
St. Louis affairs, 
were 
killed. 
The 
trouble started when Spencer 
Pettis 
was running for re-election in 1831. 
Being a Jackson democrat, he heartily 
opposed the 
United 
States 
Bank. 
Nicholas Biddle, a brother of Major 
Thomas Biddle, was president of the 
bank, and Pettis, in denouncing 
the 
bank, said things which 
the 
Major 
considered a personal insult to 
his 
brother. 
A 
newspaper 
controversy 
followed, 
and 
bitter 
feeling was 
aroused. 
Early one morning Biddle sought 
Pettis at the hotel where the 
Con­ 
gressman was staying, found him in 
bed, and throwing 
off 
the 
covers, 
lashed Pettis severely with a whip. 
The result was a challenge to a duel. 
As Pettis was the challenger, Major 
Biddle was allowed to name the con­ 
ditions 
of 
the 
duel. 
He 
specified 
pistols at a distance of only five feet! 
Biddle was said to be short-sighted 
and thus specified the close distance. 
The two men met on Bloody Island 
opposite St. Louis on August 27, 1831. 
So near were they together when the 
order to fire was given that the two 
pistols, held at a rm ’s length, overlap­ 
ped. 
Both men fell mortally wound­ 
ed. 
Pettis died the day after 
the 
duel, and Major Biddle survived him 
but two days. 
Ann Biddle was one of the twelve 
children of John Mullanphy, the first 
millionaire of Missouri. 
Nearly 
all 
the children of this 
famous 
family 
had been educated in Europe. 
Ann 
Mullanphy had married Major Ihos. 
Biddle, a paym aster in the 
United 
States Army, who had come to live 
in St. Louis. 
Both 
Biddle 
and 
his 
wife were 
wealthy 
and 
prominent 
socially. 
A ftr the death of Major Biddle, Ann 
Biddle devoted 
her 
interests 
and 
wealth to philanthropy and charity. In 
her will she left numerous bequests 
for charitable institutions, and many 
were the donations that were left be­ 
hind to commenorate her daily life. 
Biddle Street has changed in 
its 


many years since it was named for 
Ann and 
Major 
Biddle. 
People of 
many races and many languages have 
found homes there, and although its 
humanity and appearance has- chang­ 
ed, the memory of the Biddle family 
still lingers. 
The Irish settled the 
street 
first, 
and they knew the district as “Kerry 1 
Patch”. 
The Germans followed, and 
then came the Poles. 
Jews, sensing 
business opportunities, moved in, and 
as the Irish and 
Germans 
became 
fewer and fewer, swarthy 
Italians 
took their place. 
The last to come 
were the negroes. 
At Fourteenth and 
Biddle is 
the 
site of 
Biddle 
Market, donated 
to 
the city by Ann Biddle. 
At Eleventh 
Street is the St. Joseph Church, and 
at Sixth is St. Patrick’s, both 
en­ 
riched by gifts of the charitable Ann 
Biddle. 
In her will this philanthro­ 
pic woman endowed asylums for wid­ 
ows, orphans and infants, and 
left 
money to establish a hospital. 
Shortly after the death of Ann Bid­ 
dle in 1846, there was erected a mon­ 
ument to her and her husband near 
Tenth and Biddle Streets. On it there 
was inscribed one simple line: 
“Pray for the souls of Thomas and 
Ann Biddle”.

Some have reported that the Frisco 
railroad will not pay its 
taxes this

Last year this tax was apportioned 
in February but will probably be de­ 
layed this year. 
The amount is usu­ 
ally about $2.50 or $3 per child enum­ 
erated so it pays each clerk to enum­ 
erate all from ages 6 to 20.

One 
is the history of the 
family 
whose 
name it bears: a tragic duel, and the 
kindness of a woman. 
The other is 
the story of changing humanity, 
in 
which Biddle Street reflects back to 
St. Louis its own colorful history. 
Ann Biddle died at St. Louis 
on 
January 10, 1846, a rich but charitable 
woman. 
Fifteen 
years 
before, her 
husband. Major Thomas Biddle, had 
lost his life in a duel with 
Congress­ 
man Spencer Pettis. 
There were no 
descendants of the Biddle’s to carry 
on the name of the family; that task 
was left to the many philanthropies of 
Mrs. Biddle, to the memory of a duel, 
and to Biddle Street. 
The Pettis-Biddle duel was one of 
the most tragic that St. Louis ever 
experienced. 
Both men, prominent in 
St. Louis affairs, 
were 
killed. 
The 
trouble started when Spencer 
Pettis 
was running for re-election in 1831. 
Being a Jackson democrat, he heartily 
opposed the 
United 
States 
Bank. 
Nicholas Biddle, a brother of Major 
Thomas Biddle, was president of the 
bank, and Pettis, in denouncing 
the 
bank, said things which 
the 
Major 
considered a personal insult to 
his 
brother. 
A 
newspaper 
controversy 
followed, 
and 
bitter 
feeling was 
aroused. 


Early one morning Biddle sought 
Pettis at the hotel where the 
Con­ 
gressman was staying, found him in 
bed, and throwing 
off 
the 
covers, 
lashed Pettis severely with a whip. 
The result was a challenge to a duel. 
As Pettis was the challenger, Major 
Biddle was allowed to name the con­ 
ditions 
of 
the 
duel. 
He 
specified 
pistols at a distance of only five feet! 
Biddle was said to be short-sighted 
and thus specified the close distance. 
The two men met on Bloody Island 
opposite St. Louis on August 27, 1831. 
So near were they together when the 
order to fire was given that the two 
pistols, held at arm’s length, overlap­ 
ped. 
Both men fell mortally wound­ 
ed. 
Pettis died the day after 
the 
duel, and Major Biddle survived him 
but two days. 
Ann Biddle was one of the twelve 
children of John Mullanphy, the first 
millionaire of Missouri.

had been educated in Europe.

Mullanphy had married Major
